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Hobart’s dream came true for every- 
one November 25 with the AAAA state 
championship win over the Franklin Cen- 
tral Flashes, 17-7. It was the seventh try for 
the Brickies who had been down to the 
state finals in 1979, 1980, 1982, 1984, 1985, 
and a win in 1988. 

The Brickies rebuilt the offensive and 
defensive lines this season, lost the regular- 
season home-opener, trailed at hafltime in

This 
event was the 3rd national Geography 
Awareness Week. It was created by a 
joint resolution of Congress to heighten 
public awareness of geography across the 
nation. 

According to Mrs. Barbara Lov- 
erich, “It was a rewarding experience. It 
was a lot of work and the cooperation I 
received from my Geography classes and 
other faculty members was wonderful. I 
think everyone enjoyed it and learned 
some Geography, too!” 
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Measles is the most serious of child- 
hood diseases. It causes a rash, high fever, 
cough, runny nose, and watery eyes lasting 
from one to two weeks. Sometimes it is 
more serious, causing ear infections or 
pneumonia. One child out of every 1,000 
who get measles has an inflammation of 
the brain (encephalitis). This can lead to 
convulsions, deafness, or mental retarda- 
tion. A child can die from this terrible dis- 
ease. Because there was an outbreak of 
measles in Chicago, a vaccination free of 
charge was given to students at Hobart 
High School. On November 16, 1989, ap- 
proximately 450 students were vaccinated. 



The Indiana State Board of Health came 
to school so more students were able to 
receive the airgun shot. The school nurse 
Mrs. Pam Cunningham went through 
each students health record and if they 
had not had a measle shot since January 
1, 1981, they needed a new one. 

Some students chose to go to their 
own physician for their vaccination. Sev- 
eral teachers born after 1957 also re 
ceived theirs. 

According to Mrs. Cunningham, 1. 
volunteers, one nurse and three Board of 
Health members handled the immuniza 
tion.
